If there is any money grubbing war it is between two gigan- 


tic oil companies, one English and the other American. Huerta 
is popularly regarded as the representative of the Pearson inter- 
ests. Possibly the quiet but firm pressure externally applied 
to him by the Wilson administration is the cockroach in the Lon- 
don editor's ale-pot. Lord Cowdray is the head of the Pearson 
Oil Syndicate. As long as old Porfirio Diaz ruled Mexico, the 
Pearsons could have anything they wanted. The Waters-Pierce 
Company, which is a Standard Oil subsidiary, were obstructed, on 
the other hand, in every way the ingenious Mexican mind could 
devise. It was current gossip at the time that Madero's revolu- 
tion was financed in part, at least, by the Waters-Pierce people. 
When Madero was faced with a counter revolution, many people 
professed to see the fine Italian hand of the Pearsons at work. 
At any rate, the deposition and murder of Madero restored the 
Pearsons to government favor. 


However, Lord Cowdray emphatically denies that his syndi- 


cate has had any hand in the political disturbances which have

dard Oil and Waters-Pierce companies deny with equal emphasis 
that they assisted the Madero rebellion or are assisting the Car- 
ranza revolt now. One is as much entitled to credence as the 
other. No tangible proof has ever been presented that either is 
instigating and financing civil war in Mexico. 


Our government has never favored either side, but has con- 


fined its efforts to urging peace and striving by peaceful means 
to protect all foreigners m Mexico. It has not employed force 
and it has maintained a strictly impartial neutrality, refusing to 
countenance either of the contending factions. 


Nevertheless the London Outlook says the Yankees are wag- 


ing a money-grubbers' war in Mexico. The editor's beer must 
be spoiled entirely. He is certainly out of temper, and is talking 
like a man with a headache. His antipathy to money-grub- 
bing has become audible in a way peculiar to the Tory English- 
man. The cockroach in his beer proves, to him at least, that the 
times are out of joint, and that the blawsted Hamericans are to 
blame for the gout in his toe and the poor quality of the port 
served at his club. Even the solemn jocosity of Mr. Punch fails 
to make him smile or forget the degeneracy of a world that is j 
steadily losing its awe for the British lion and the deference due

The Pre-natal Restaurant. 


"It is all very well for people to educate mothers on what to 


eat, but unfortunately the mothers can't eat the education. There 
is no use in telling them what to eat when they have not the 
means to afford the food." 


Based on the foregoing, Miss Mabel Parker of New York has 


inaugurated a "pre-natal restaurant" with the big, humanitarian 
idea of "saving the babies" of the tenements by seeing that the 
prospective mothers are properly nourished before the birth of 
their children. Her vital, palpitating ideas are worthy of respect- 
ful consideration and emulation and it is gratifying to note that 
they have spread well throughout the United States. 


Certain it is that the problem of infant nutrition begins be- 


fore birth. In fact, correct pre-natal feeding is in a sense more 
important than post natal feeding, because it determines the 
physical start in life. Germ manufacture, if hereditary disease 
taint is a criterion, begins pre-natally. The soil is prepared by 
parents and ancestors. To raise the resistance of the infant 
organism to germ invasion and to eliminate the soil in which 
they thrive is a wiser method of germ killing than the u*e of 
subsequent anti-toxins, etc. 


In the past very little has been known by the masses concern- 


ing p*-natal child culture, and it is a problem which might well 
be weighed by those enjoying the material comfort? of life. So 
long as self-indulgence and luxurious habits form the ideals of our 
young men and women, physical as well as social ills will flourish. 
2fighly spiced foods, nicotine, alcohol and other stimulants un- 
doubtcdiy have a povveif ul influence, not only on the physical body, 
but also on the mentality and emotions; they exert a direct in-i 
fluence upon the thought-life and psychic condition of prospective' 
parents and any system of eugenics which fails to take this side

Mayor Rolph Flapdood/es. 


Mayor Rolph has knocked out San Francisco's municipal opera 


house scheme with a veto. He objected to the arrangement be- 
cause the men who agreed to furnish the money were given the 
first call on boxes and seats, the prerogative to descend to their 
heirs and assigns. As this was the only return the subscribers 
were to ever receive for their money, the right of first call does 
not seem unreasonable. They would ha\e to pay for their seats 
as well as anybody else. Mayor Rolph thought the arrangement 
an unfair discrimination and vetoed the bill. 


So the grand opera house planned for the civic center will 


not be built. The city owns the site. A number of wealthy citi- 
zens subscribed 8850,000 to build and equip an opera house 
thereon on condition they were to be given the preferential right 
to first call on boxes and seats, which they were to pay for — not 
all the boxes and seats, but a number proportioned to the amount 
subscribed by each person. Assuming that each subscriber ex- 
ercised his right of first call, the seats in the body of the house 
would be free for the general public to purchase on equal terms. 
But men who care nothing for opera and who would rarely buy a

which is paid for a dozen times over. Such men do not want the 
city embellished with 3 tempte of snng, if the persons who donate 
the money to build it are to be given a privilege that is not en- 
joyed by people who donate nothing. 


Mayor Rolph's sympathies are with the latter. 'He says the 


preferential arrangement is not in harmony with the spirit of our 
democratic institutions. He wants the money, but is not willing 
to make any return for it. He listens to the man who proposes 
to give nothing and who, in most instances, would not buy a high- 
priced seat in an opera house even if he had first pick, rather 
than to men who offer to furnish the money and on whom the 
expense of supporting operatic performances must always fall. 


Why does he not threw open his private duck preserve to the 


general public? Because he has paid for the privilege of-its ex- 
clusive use. Every man has a right to shoot ducks, but he must 
take his chance on the public water ways if he has not purchased 
or leased a marsh where ducks congregate. The ducks are public 
property, but a preserve is a private possession. Mayor Rolph's 
argument against giving subscribers to the opera house building 
fund the first right to purchase seats for their own use is an argu- 
ment against permitting him to own a private shooting preserve. 


But it makes a great difference who enjoys a privilege. By 


striking at an abstraction Mayor Roiph has deprived San Fran- 
cisco of an opera house owned by the city and erected without 
cost to the taxpayers. If he had said it would be too expensive 
to maintain, his objection would have assumed a different and 
more practical aspect. But he has hung his veto on a peg of 
demagogy, and if he has done a good thing he cannot claim that 
his motive for doing it was meritorious.
